The main objective of Orient- 
ation 270, according to advisor 
Mark Rutledge, is to raise the 
consciousness of the community 
and campus as to the needs 
of the physically disabled. 

The group offers time for phy- 
sically disabled students to get 
together and let their voices 
be heard. A study of the phy- 
sical barriers on campus is 
being completed by the group 
for submission to the admin- 
istration, 

One activity being planned by 
the group is a Physical Aware- 
ness Day on May 10. This day 
will give people of the commun- 
ity and students of MPC an op- 
portunity to understand whatit’s 
like to work in a kitchen, or 
go to and from classes phy- 
sically disabled. 

Rutledge says students, mem- 
bers of the community, teachers, 
and administrators are all wel- 
come to participate. 


To create understanding of be- 
ing physically impaired, partic- 
ipants will use wheelchairs, 
crutches, blindfolds, and other 
aids. Other events planned for 
Physical Awareness Day include 
films and workshops. 

Orientation 270 promises that 
Physical Awareness Day to be 
a new and different experience 
for everyone. 

The group has the cooperation 
of the MPC Volunteer Bureau. 
Volunteers will accompany the 
‘handicapped-for-a-day’. ‘‘It’s 
a precautionary measure so that 
no one gets hurt on any of 
the equipment,”’ said Rutledge. 

According to Ann Barker, a 
member of Orientation 270, the 
success of Physical Awareness 
Day depends on the participa- 
tion of the public. ‘‘If every- 
one would just take a few min- 
utes to see how it feels to 
be physically impaired, it would 
help them to better ‘derstand 
our needs,’’ Barker Said. 


Johnson Urges Vets to Use GI Bill 


For Increased Lifetime Earnings 


College graduates have an 
average lifetime income that 
is $237,000 more than persons 
with only a high school diploma; 
$608,000 compared to $371,000. 

The earning averages from 
Department of Labor studies 
were pointed out by Admin- 
istrator of Veterans Affairs 
Donald E, Johnson in urging 
the use of GI Bill training by 
Vietnam Veterans, 

Under the GI Bill, school-bound 
single veterans receive $220 
a month for full time training, 
up to a maximum of 36 months 
of school attendance, or a total 
of $7.920. The monthly allow- 


ance is increased for veterans 
with dependents. 

The GI Bill has other features. 
Veterans enrolled in high school 
studies also receive monthly 
allowances without a charge 
against basic eligibility, so that 
full GI Bill entitlement is re- 
tained for college attendance. 


Those veterans in college on 
qa half-time or more basis can 


now be tutored. Under the 
GI Bill, VA will pay veterans 
up to $50 a month for a maxi- 
mum of $450 for tutorial assist- 
ance, Again, there is no charge 
against the veterans basic en- 
titlement, Johnson pointed out.

2. By providing the facili- 
ties and equipment on a ‘“‘by 
arrangement’’ basis a max- 
imum of student enrollment is 
possible since it encourages 
participation where otherwise, 
due to the exigencies of con- 
flicting schedules, such partici- 
pation would not be possible. 
Students, either business majors 
or those wishing to perfect their 
typing techniques, can pursue 
their objectives under expert 
teacher guidance under relaxed 
conditions on their open time. 

3. The fact that student en- 
roliment has grown with each 
semester should prove the attra - 
ctiveness and meritof the course 
as presently established. 

4, The additional fact, one not 
to be viewed with patronizing 
condescension on the interest 
of (false) economy is that the 
course does cater to the needs 
of the many on a scale impos- 
sible of attainment by any other 
means of scheduling. 

The students are happy with it; 
the school facilities are pro- 
fitable untilized to their poten- 
tial by it; The community de- 
rives benefit from it. What 
more can reasonable desire of 
any program?
